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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with traverse filed 07/21/2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants argument that both Group I and Group II should properly be 
classified in class 424, subclass 423, is not persuasive since the claim lines between class 424 
and 623 is the inclusion of 623 structure. 

Applicant's arguments with traverse, filed 07/21/2006, with respect to Species A is 
included in or part of each of Species B-D, i.e. these species overlap in scope have been fully 
considered and are persuasive with respect to Species B and C. Species B and C are each a 
combination with Species A. Where as Species D is differentiated from Species A by not having 
26 and 28 layered together. Therefore, restriction requirement has been withdrawn, in favor of 
the following new restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6, 10-14, 16-17 and 19-20, drawn to a coated endoluminal medical 
device and expandable structure, classified in class 623, subclass 1.11. 

II. Claims 7-9, 15 and 18, drawn to coated endoluminal medical device, classified in 
class 424, subclass 423. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
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instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because claim 7 is an evidence claim that the particulars of the subcombination are 
required for patentability. The subcombination has separate utility such as a drug diffusing 
implant. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Upon election of one of the groups above a further election of species is required. 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species B-fig. 9 (including fig. 8) 
Species C-fig. 10 (including fig. 8) 
Species D-fig. 11 

The species are independent or distinct because they are non-obvious variations requiring 
a burdensome search to Examine and are not discloses as obvious variants. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim(s) appears generic.
